There wu a ripple of surprise in 
Wuhington at the announcement of 
Judge Oresham's appointment to the 
vacant Postmaster-Generalsliip, bo- 
cause nobody had heard his name in 
that connection, or even thought of 
him if they knew of his existence. 
But it is universally conceded that the 
appointment Is much better than 
would have been that of Ilatton, 
Filloy, Bobinsou or any of the promi- 
nently mentioned candidates. Judge 
Greshara has an honorable record and 
is a man of considerable ability, res- 
Iiected by men of all partii s in his 
State. His appointment doi's aw.iy 
with whatever hopes Mr. New may 
have had uf obtaining a cabinet po- 
sition, even should Mr. Folger's co- 
vertcd retirement occiu'. It seems 
somewhat strange in view of Judge 
Folger's experience, that Judge (ires- 
ham should be willing to sacrifice a 
life-position so honorable as the one 
ho now holds and plunge into tho 
turmoil of the political arena. But it 
must be borne in mind that, as in 
England, according to Gilbert k Bul- 
ivan's <'Iolanthe," 

"Every little boy and gal.

Mitchelt prepared a speech ui>on 
the subject of the resumption uf 
specie payment. Mr. Mitchell was a 
very modest man, aud, as no one paid 
much attention to him in the House, 
he did not expect to have mai^y fisjr 
eners for his speech. One of the 
friepds who heard he wu goifgto 
make a speech, thought he would 
prepare a surprise for him. This 
friend went to the office of the Wuh- 
ington Chronicle and had a para- 
graph printed, merely giving the 
amount* of Mr. mtcheU's wealth. 
Then he went up in the reporter's 
gallery and pointed oxit Mr. Mitchell 
M one of the great flnanpiers of the 
West Nothing attracts so much at- 
tenUon u a reputation for enormous 
wealth. In a few days Mr. Mitchell 
became one of the oelebritlesofthe 
House. 'When the mUlionairo' finally 
arose to talk, If every word had been 
cotuable Into a gold dollar, ho could 
nut have had innre pnit'uiiiid atten- 
tion. Mr. Mitehell and fuiiiily have

O'Neill did uot caU for It him- 
self, but aeut a Mend who atated that 
O'.Velll hadjnrt need all hIa money 
ordering dniga and that he would 
aettie the blU the nejrtdar- With 
thl« utderatandlag be ma pamltted 
10 take the bUle without' paying for 
them. At the time aet the account, 
which waa only fS, waa not aettled 
kyOHeilL Somadayiaiterwardalt 
waa prtiented io Uia and he prom 
laed tp pay the following, ftatnrday 
UeKee, whopreaentad Uieaooow^t, 
reiHii'ted thia and on Tueaday moru 
iiig waa- Inetrneted to aee' O'Neill 
again and tell him that tbe .account 
must be aettlad without ftirtlier 
promlalng. McKae feoad CMolU In 
tbe vacaut store being fitted up for J 
I'. Nolau and again presenttnl the ac- 
count. O'.Veili again proiuined to 
pay ill the I'litiiro and McKec lold him 
thai hi'- iU'^lrilclioiiH wei-e to collect 
the bill then, as it was n^gardod aa a 
cu^ll tiaiisiicliou. O'Neill became 
lii^^hly iiii'cu.^eil lit this and, as McKee 
■iavw, tiilil him Ilial he had promised 
tj pay Saturday, but now he would 
say that he woulil not and didn't 
know that he would ever pay It, and 
eudud by ordering McKee to get out 
of the vacant store in which they 
were standing. McKee indiguantiy 
ivl'used and O'Neill replied that he 
would put him nut and laid hold of 
him. McKee sliuvwl him back lind 
O'Neill then dealt biq^a «•▼■•• >>low 
on the noaa wlthUt M. McKee 
then prooeedad to draw a dull bar- 
low knife, but before be eoold do ao 
O'NeiU (tmek him agala awl waa 
following up hi* Mow With another 
when MoKee began to mi hlaknift. 
He attb bad O'NeiU onee in tbe breUrt, 
but couM noteut. throui^ biaeloth- 
ing, so he began to eut him about the 
r.ice, while O'Xeill Continued to dis- 
play Kcientille pu(fili«m by jmundiug 
McKee in the lace with Ins tlsts. 
They fou|{lit for jHThaps a minute 
w hen tliey were liiially »eparate<l by 
a Ktep ladder being thrust -between 
them. McKee wa>i found to be badly 
brulsoil and livaten alioui the faro, as 
I'rof. O'Neill Is said to be a profos- 
sional boxer and is a man of iron 
muscle and athletic movements. 
O'.Vo II was severely gasliinl about the 
face and moom began to grow weak 
from loss of lilood. His nose was slit, 
one eyelid n aa rut nearly oli; the ball 
narrowly eseaplng, and his fare and 
head were cut in ]irobab!y half a dozen 
place*. The cut In hia breast waa not 
neriiiua, is it did not go to ihe lung. 

McKee was able to be about in a 
day or two, though he still retaioa 
rellce of tbe ilgh|in,tk« ahfipa^of 
blaflk ffft aadJliai\ikiHled llli 
O'Neill la atili condnad and probaUy 
wUI beforewreral dri^a longer and 
the trial for breach of the peace will 
uot be hcM until the aggreeaoria able 
to appear in court. 

Mr. McKee is a young man of qniet, 
gentlemanly demeanor, onlveraally 
courteous and polite In every respect, 
but is courageoni and oool in the face 
ol danger and when Prof. O'Neill 
uiade his tteroe and unexocctcd as- 
sault ui>ou his youthful adversary, 
llu! latter procewled to defend him- 
self and but for Ids dull |xx-kct- 
kiiil'e O'Xeill would quickly have dis- 
abled him with his scientific blows. 
McKeo's ' action in so gallantly dc- 
fbnding himself against an exper- 
ienced pugilist was universally ap- 
plauded by the citizens of Hopkins- 
ville, old and youug. He Is one of 
the most popular young gentlemen 
iu tlie city aud his friends crowded 
around him by the score to congrat- 
ulate hini upon so fearlessly and suc- 
cessfully defending JiinpIT agafnat 
his mora powerAil oombataat With to 
inferior a ir^^lp.

Tbe smallpox haa diiappeared en- 
tirely (Tom Qia olty and there is now 
ouly one (Sua in the hospital. Nellie 
Joiner, the ISth eate reported, which 
WM the only one reported last week, 
.proved to have a very mild caae of 
varioloid and was in bed ouly a few 
dayt. On hist Thursday Sylvia Camp- 
bell, an old negro woman living on 
Jackson street was found to have 
siiialliiox. It is not known how she 
contracted the disease, though it is 
said slio caught it from washing In- 
fected cloiliiiii;. i^lio was Utkon to 
the hospital and will probdbly die. 
She is the ISth case io. the city 
and hers is now the only one in the 
vicinity of tho city. 

l>ast Saturday an Irish girl em- 
ployed as cook at Mr. D. A. Tandy'a 
became sick ft-om Vaccination and us 
there was some dlfl'orencc of opinion 
about her case she was taken to tbe 
hospital In order to bo on the safe tide. 
It haa siuce been decided by the 
physicians that she hat neither small- 
pox nor varolold, but her ilekness 



being cared for by the county author- 
itiea. One caae of varioloid la near 
the poor house, all of the others re- 
ported there having, been discharged 
as cured. The caaet in the Ilopkina* 
ville magisterial district are under 
tbe care of Dr. Andrew Beaigenk of 
this city, who haa 'been appointed to 
attend to them for tho county. 

In the Pembroke district tho cases 
have all been collected together at a 
IH'st house established ou Mr. W.-T. 
Uadford's place and there are now ten 
cases there in diarge of Dr. Lackey. 

In the l/)ngview district the pest 
liousc is located at Mr. Horace Iliick- 
ner'sand there are now six cases there. 
This is the extent of the disease in the 
county ,at this writing— eighteen cases 
of small))OX and varioloid in the 
county ouly one of which is iu the 
hospital in tlie tuburbe of the city. 

There have been In all 18 caaet in the 
city and 7 deaths ail ebhWad but one. 

There have been S deatht iu the 
Longview and 2 la the Pem- 
broke district, all colored. This 
makes a total of U deatha out 
of about 40 cases since Mardb 
Ist. None of the cases now being 
treated arc expected to result fatally. 

We may thei-efore conclude that the 
disease has <loue about all the harm 
it will do in this county. Our mer- 
chants have suffered severely, and 
we are truly glad to see businest 
once more begin to grow brttk.
